First  TV  Films  of  Open-Water  Torpedo  Firings  in  Report 
on  Navy's  Underwater  Research  and  Training 


First  television  films  of  open-water  torpedo  firings  will  be 
featured  in  a  report  on  the  Navy's  underwater  research  and  training 
program  --  made  especially  timely  by  the  recent  successful  voyage  of 
the  submarine  Nautilus  to  the  North  Pole  --  on  Chet  Huntley's 
"Outlook"  Sunday,  Aug.  17  (NBC-TV  Network,  6:30-7  p.m.,  EDT) ,  The 
NBC  News  presentation  was  produced  by  Reuven  Frank, 

Cameraman  John  Light,  who  filmed  the  presentation,  shot 
the  underwater  sequence  only  12  feet  from  the  torpedo  tube.  Past  TV 
films  of  torpedo  firings  were  made  in  tanks,  because  ejection  speed 
made  open-water  photography  impossible. 

The  Navy's  underwater  swimmers'  school  in  Key  West,  Fla., 
is  a  focal  point  of  the  program.  Underwater  demolition  teams  are 
shown  in  action,  leaving  a  submarine,  planting  explosives,  and 
returning  to  the  sub  --  which  never  surfaces. 

A  jet  plane  is  dropped  into  140  feet  of  water  to  test  im¬ 
proved  escape  techniques  for  trapped  pilots,  while  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  death  for  underwater  workers  --  an  air  embolism  --  is 
dramatically  illustrated  by  newsfilm  of  a  civilian  who  spent  140  hours 
in  a  recompression  chamber  after  a  diving  accident  --  and  lived. 

Recovery  and  disposal  of  a  Vanguard  missile  by  a  civilian 
team  at  Cape  Canaveral,  and  deep-sea  submarine  rescue  work  --  where 

men  dive  to  500  feet  using  helium  and  oxygen  --  are  other  features.

Today's  history-making  session  of  the  United  Nations 
General  Assembly  was  covered  in  full  by  the  NBC-TV  and  NBC  Radio 
Networks , 

In  addition  to  its  blanket  coverage  --  NBC-TV  was  the  only 
network  to  carry  more  than  President  Eisenhower's  address  --  NBC 
News  mobilized  its  staff  in  New  York  and  Washington  to  provide  viewers 
with  exclusive  highlights  of  the  proceedings. 

A  mobile  TV  unit  was  stationed  outside  the  President's  New 
York  hotel  and,  at  10: 4l  a.m.,  EDT,  his  departure  for  the  UN  was 
shown  live.  The  mobile  unit  was  also  used  during  the  "Today"  show 
for  on-the-spot  analysis  from  NBC  News  correspondent  Ray  Scherer. 

At  10:46,  NBC-TV  switched  its  cameras  to  the  start  of  the 
UN  session,  and  picked  up  the  President's  arrival  and  procession  to 
the  chamber.  During  his  address,  NBC-TV  once  again  demonstrated  its 
initiative  by  utilizing  its  own  cameras  to  supplement  the  regular 
UN  pool  feed  --  the  only  network  to  do  this. 

After  the  President's  speech,  NBC-TV  continued  to  cover  all 
developments  at  the  United  Nations,  while  the  other  networks  returned 
to  their  regularly  scheduled  programs.

Starting  at  10:44  a.m.,  EDT,  the  network  presented 
commentary  by  NBC  News  correspondents  Pauline  Frederick  and  Ben 
Grauer  and  the  proceedings  of  the  special  session  direct  from  the 
United  Nations.  The  speeches  of  President  Eisenhower  and  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Gromyko  were  broadcast  in  their  entirety.  The  news 
broadcast  usually  scheduled  at  12  noon  was  delayed  until  12:25  p.m.

More  than  87  per  cent  of  the 
TV  homes  with  young  housewives  (aged  16-34)  watch  daytime  TV  some  time 
during  the  week.  These  homes  spend  an  average  of  12  and  one-half 
hours  per  week  watching  daytime  TV,  or  two  hours  more  than  the 
average  home. 

Referring  to  the  NBC-TV  "Report  on  Daytime,"  Robert 
McFadyen,  Director  of  Sales  Development,  NBC  Television  Network 
Sales,  pointed  to  several  case  histories  illustrating  how  NBC-TV 
advertisers  use  daytime  TV.  For  example: 

(1)  The  Corn  Products  Refining  Company,  which  manufactures 
many  products,  uses  three  daytime  quarter-hours  weekly  to  present 
its  multiple  products  to  housewives  as  often,  and  as  economically, 

as  possible.  Such  a  daytime  schedule  delivers  nearly  three  times  as 
many  commercial  impressions  on  women  and  six  times  the  number  of 
commercial  minutes  as  the  same  money  buys  in  nighttime  television, 

(2)  The  National  Biscuit  Company  is  using  daytime  tele¬ 
vision  in  addition  to  its  nighttime  purchase  of  "Wagon  Train"  to 
benefit  from  the  combined  audience  and  discount  values  of  daytime 
plus  nighttime,  resulting  in  greater  efficiency  for  both  buys. 

(3)  The  Alberto -Culver  Company  first  used  NBC-TV  daytime 
television  to  establish  its  products  two  seasons  ago  and  has  doubled 
its  use  of  NBC-TV  each  season  since.  Alberto -Culver  sponsored  two 
alternate-week  quarter-hour  program  segments  during  the  1956-57

season,  four  alternate-week  quarter-hour  segments  in  1957-58,  and 
now  for  1958-59  will  be  sponsoring  four  every-week  quarter-hour 
segments  --  a  dramatic  testimonial  to  the  selling  power,  year  in 
and  year  out,  of  NBC  daytime  television. 

Mr.  McFadyen  indicated  there  were  numerous  examples  of 
creative  media  and  marketing  approaches  provided  by  daytime 
advertisers  on  NBC-TV.

Jacques  Soustelle,  and  film  and  sound  coverage  of  Charles 
de  Gaulle's  "whistle-stop"  tour  through  Africa  to  sell  his  new 
constitution  to  French  colonial  citizens,  will  be  highlights  of  the 
NBC  News  special,  "The  Fifth  French  Republic, "  Friday,  Sept ,  3

An  11-year  old  pianist,  Eugene  Endjic,  made  an  impressive 
debut  this  morning  (Thursday,  Aug.  28)  on  NBC -TV  Network’s  "Today" 
program. 

He  played  the  difficult  11th  Rhapsody  of  Franz  Liszt.  His 
greatest  booster.  Countess  Alexandra  Tolstoy,  daughter  of  the 
novelist  Leo  Tolstoy,  said;  "I  think  Gene  will  have  a  great  success, 
but  he  must  be  heard.  I’m  happy  he  has  had  one  opportunity  this 
morning. " 

Endjic  is  an  American  now,  but  eight  years  ago  he  was 
living  in  Yugoslavia  with  his  parents.  His  mother,  a  refugee  from 
Russia,  was  alarmed  when  Tito  broke  with  Stalin  and  brought  her  son 
here . 

Two  and  a  half  years  ago  Eugene  heard  a  phonograph 
recording  of  a  Chopin  Polonaise  and  said  to  his  mother,  "I  want  to 
play  the  piano."  Soon  afterward  Countess  Tolstoy  heard  the  boy  play 
and  decided  she  would  try  to  get  him  a  scholarship  somewhere.  She 
wrote  to  Dave  Garroway,  suggesting  that  "Today"  would  be  a  good  show¬ 
case  for  Eugene’s  talent. 

The  Endjics,  mother  and  son,  cannot  afford  a  piano  at  home. 

Eugene  must  play  where  he  can.  He  practises  six  hours  a  day  in  the 

homes  of  friends.  Countess  Tolstoy  sent  telegrams  yesterday  to  many 

musical  foundations,  asking  them  to  listen  to  her  "discovery"  on 

"Today"  this  morning.  She  said;  "Hearing  him  is  knowing  that  he  will 

get  the  help  he  needs  to  be  a  great  pianist  someday."

I  consider  it  a  great  honor  to  be  able  to  make  this  state¬ 
ment.  I  appeared  for  14  weeks  on  "Twenty-One . During  that  time  and 
subsequently,  I  came  to  know  Jack  Barry  and  Dan  Enright,  who  are  the 
producers  of  the  show,  and  as  I  came  to  know  them,  admiration  for 
their  professional  competence  grew  into  affection.  I'm  happy  to  say 
that  I  believe  in  their  integrity  and  the  integrity  of  their  quiz 
program, 

I  also  believe  in  the  honesty  of  the  contestants  on  that 
program  whom  I  know.  Some  of  these  contestants  I  have  known  only  via 
the  television  screen,  some  I've  met  personally.  I  also  believe  in 
the  honesty  of  the  questions  used  on  that  program.  I  myself  was  never 
given  any  answers  or  told  any  questions  beforehand.  And  as  far  as  I 
know,  none  of  the  contestants  received  any  coaching  of  this  sort. 

The  television  quiz  show  in  this  country  has  become  an  in¬ 
stitution.  The  quiz  show  is  fundamentally  a  matching  of  wits,  and 
it's  an  American  tradition  to  do  this.  I  for  one  think  it's  a  good 
tradition.  The  matching  of  wits  on  television  is  also  top  entertain¬ 
ment,  and  the  American  people  can  decide  that  they  no  longer  wish  to 
be  entertained  by  quiz  shows.  That,  of  course,  is  their  right.  For 
myself,  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  doesn't  happen.
